X HE Rt. Hon. the Lords Commis- 
sioners of the Admiralty having appoint- 
ed Admiral William .Sir Sidney Smith, 
to take the charge and command of his 
Majesty's ships and vessels undermen- 
tioned, (then lying at Cawsand Bay) viz. 
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The London, "^

The jsqu^dron under his command 
sailed at eleven o'clock in the morning of 
Nov. 11, 1807, without any officer hav- 
ing the slightest possible idea of their 
destination; — a system of secresy which 
was never before so strictly observed un- 
til the present Ministers adopted it with 
the happiest success; and which, when 
rigidly persevered in, cannot fail of pro- 
ducing the most beneficial results. 

11th Nov. 1807. A fine breeze wafted 
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the squadron down the channel. We 
saw several small sail off the Lizard 
Point, whence we steered for Cape Fi- 
nisterre; and after communicating with 
two of his Majesty's ships that were sta-* 
tioned off the Cape, we parted company, 
Aaw the Burling Rocks on the 13th of 
Nov. at eight o'clock in the evening : 
the squadron brought to, off the Rock 
of Lisbon, and after laying by fcnr 
some hours off the mouth off the Tagus, 
the squadron made sail at ten in the mor-> 
ning of the 14th Nov. and the Admiral 
was informed by the crews of some fish-> 
ing boats, that the ports of Portugal 
were shut against hia Britannic Majes- 
ty's ships and vessels. This circumstance 
excited no small surprise in the Admiral: 
and how only for the first time did the 
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officers conceive any idea of their desti^ 
nation. 

The sentiments which this measurt 
}>roduced in the mind of Sir S. Smith^ 
may be more easily conceived than des- 
cribed. The situation of Portugal at 
this time was singularly critical ;—r-her 
sovereign was on the point of adding one 
more to the number of captive kings, 
whom the desolator of empires had insi^ 
diously seized ; while her portsbeing clo- 
sed against Britain, efFectually prevented 
any communication with the only power 
that could serve her, and which had 
uniformly evinced herself to be the steady 
and feithful protector of the House of 
iBraganza ; a sentim^it congenially and 
, reciprocally felt by his Royal Highness. 
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Nov. 15th. — ^The wind continued to 
blow almost a gale for several days, di- 
rectly into the harbour of Lisbon; from 
-which quarter it never shifted, excepting 
a few hours from the eastward; and thut 
afforded the royal fugitives an opportu-- 
nity of escaping the snares which Napo- 
leon had so artflilly laid for them. 

On the morning of the 15th, the Ad-* 
miral received a Portuguese pilot on 
board; and made signal for the Confianco^ 
to close. Her commander, Capt. Yeo 
came on board ; and, having received 
from the Commander in chief dispatched 
for Lord Strangford, his Majesty's Mi-* 
nister at the Court of Portugal, he made 
sail for the Tagus, bearing a flag of truce« 
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' 17th, — Detained several Brazil mer- 
ehantship». 

18th.— Capt. Yeo left the Tagus with 
his Lordship, who had then finally quit- 
ted the Court of Lisbon. 
« 

The minister, and several merchants 
eameon board the London; who infor- 
med the officers, that the efiects of all 
British residents in Portugal, had to a 
considerable amount been seized by order 
of the Portuguese government. Their 
opinion, however, of the Prince Regent 
wais, that his Royal Highness disappro- 
ved of the steps which had been taken, 
but that he was in part compelled to shut 
his ports against Britian by the power of 
France ; as every one of his Highnesses 
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biinisters, except (as they conoeived) 
the prime minister, was most sincerely ^nit- 
tached to the Princess interest, and to th^ 
alliance with England^ 

19th, — A boat was discovered stand* 
ing out for the London: it brought dis- 
patches to the Admiral. These dispatch- 
es coiitained positive intelligence that tb^ 
Erench forces had passed the froutif vs of 
Portugal, and that the writser believ«4 
there was treachery e^istin^ to deqeiMji 
the Portuguese Cabinet. — ^This infovok^ 
tion afforded the Admiral another oppof-* 
t^onity of exerting his distinguished ta- 
lents; with what success tl^ subse%v^f%t 
pages will conspicuously disclose* 

On the morning of th^ same day, (JP^i 
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Nov.) hiB Majesty^s ship Hibernia joined 
the squadron ; and on the 22nd, Sir S. 
Smith shifted his flag on board her, be- 
ing accompanied thither by Lord Strang- 
ford. 

21st, The Admiral received fresh ad- 
vices, with assurance that the French 
troops were rapidly marching to Lisbon ; 
and that every commander of the different 
provinces had not only applied to the 
Prime Minister for arms and ammuni- 
tion, but also had actually written to hit 
Royal Highness the Prince Regent, ap- 
prizing him of the imminent danger which 
threatened himself, his family, and his 
country ; yet, through some unaccounta- 
ble circumstance, not the slightest notice 
had been taken of their zeal. 
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Intelligence like this, as it demanded, 
so it received the utmost promptitude of / 
decision : accordingly on the 22nd, sig- 
nal being made for the Confiance to close, 
Capt. Yeo received dispatches from the 
Commander in Chief, for his Royal High- 
ness the Prince Regent. With him. Lord 
Strai^ford returned to Lisbon, for what 
particular purpose I have not been able 
to ascertain, uilless, probably to confirm 
lAxe Admiral's advices ; which stated, from 
unquestionable authority, the imminent 
danger in which Portugal was placed, 
and, (as the event has shewn) offered to 
his Highness aad his family, the protec- 
tii>n of the British fleet. 

The Prince was at a country seat, 

G 
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iome miles distant from Lisbon, when Sir 
Sidney Smith's dispatches were landed ; 
they were announced by tele^aph, and 
immediately forwarded by Lieutenant 
Smith of the royal navy. ' 

The following circumstances were com-i 
municated to me by a gentleman t^f the 
royal bedchamber; who was ^present 
when the dispatches reached the Prince 
Regent. He demanded whedce and front 
whom they came ; being answered^^ fromf 
the British AdnodraV Sir Sidney Smith/' 
be withdrew* and perused them alonew 
A few minutesafter he returned, and sum<« 
moned his consort and family, whom be 
addressed to the following purport : — 
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; ^* We are cjeceived/' said his High- 
ness, — " we are actually betrayed. The 
French troops are on their march to Lis- 
bon: take care of the Queen? .my beloved 
mother; and you and yoUr daughters 
follpw me without loss of time/' 

The ijews was instantly spread through 
the palace? where the utmost confusion 
and distress prevailed. All persons, of 
every rank and description, were eagerly 
anxious , to save themselves and their ef- 
fects* ..The Prince Regent and his sons 
proceeded immediately to Lisbon. ^ Her 
Majesty, the Queen, the Princess of Bra- 
zil^ the Dowager Princess, and the youn- 
ger Princesses^ ^ made everyl preparation 
for theif departure; and in less than five 
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hours, seven hurdred car^, laden with their 
efiects, were on their route for the capital. 

On the arrival of his Highness and 
sons at Lisbon, a council was imihedi- 
ately summoned ; and the Regent an- 
nounced that himself, his family, and 
country were betrayed, and that the 
French troops were li^t within four days 
march from his Capital. This intelli- 
gence was immediately communicated 
to the inhabitants of Lisbon; and the 
alarm and distress it occasioned, may be 
more easily conceived than described, 

On the 23rd at five in the evening, or- 
ders were given to have his Royal High^ 
pess's squadron in readiness to put to sea 
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ixt d moment's notice, or at least as soon 
as circumstances ^vould admit. At th|| 
5ame time a second council of state was 
convoked, when it was discovered, that 
a,ll communications and letters, which 
had been addressed to the Prince Regent 
tmd the government, and which convey- 
ed intelligence that the kingdom of Por- 
tugal was actually invaded by the French 
armies, had been intercepted. ' It was 
further isupposed, that. the intention. was, 
to allow the French invaders to seize the 
Capital, and the illustrious royal family. 

On this discovery, orders were issued 
by his Royal Highness, that every valu- 
q^ble should be embarked on board the 
Prince Royal. A scene of distress now 
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ensiled which in impossible to he coneeiv^ 
|d only by a generous heart. The whole 
of the royal £imily arrived :tlmt evening 
It Lisbon, and every preparation. N^as 
inade for their departure for the Brazils. 
A third council ivas summoned, wherein 
his Royal Highness declared his determi- 
nation to embark, and (if Providence 
^ould permit), to place himself under the 
protection of the British flag. He ad- 
ded, that all who, were disposjed to follow 
'bim^.>and«share his reverse of fortuae^ had 
hisToytil permission; but to th6se<who 
remained behind, his orders were not to 
^tnake any resistance to the French. Re- 
-i^itjtance,' indeed, he . believed was too 
Ete; /btft he trusted^ that when an op- 
pottimity offered, his faithful subjetts 
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would revenge their coiintry.'a 'qavsQ,.!^ad 
although himself and family had fl^ f(% 
safety^ the interests of his people* would 
be always dear to his' heart. 

That royal d^clarajtion Gre3.ted jiuch a 
scene of sorrow la^nd di^tresa, that ^he au*- 
thox could.not relate it witb^Q^t drof^og 
a tear of pity; all r^pl^fii became anxious 
to ahare the fate of their ISovereigfl, and 
to evada the p^fidAQu;§i treitm^nt, w]^ic}» 
they iQould not, but.. expect frQiyi Md)« 
French; 

The foll,Qwing cirqvimstan^e was rela- 
tei^to.m^ ]^y an officer in the Aervice of 
hift j^oya^.. Highness^— a gentleman, in 
whose veracity I can place the most im- 
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plicit confidence. He observed, that bm 
4lon as the Princess intention of embark- 
ing for the Brazils became known, a 
dreadful scene of confusion and affliction 
pervaded every rank. Thousands of 
men, women, and children were constant- 
ly oil the beach endeavouring to escape 
on board ; many ladies of distinction wa- 
ded into the water in the hope of reach- 
ing some boats, but many unfortunately 
perished in the attempt ; and from the 
25th to the 28th inst. as near as my in-^ 
formant could calculate, not less than ten 
thousand distressed objects were inces- 
santly on the beach, endeavouring to ef- 
fect theii" escape. At length the ships 
of war became so ctowded, that with the

most painful reluctance, the officers were 
compelled to refuse them admittance. 
He remarked, what scenes of distress anci 
vicissitudes of fortune now prevailed ; — 
numerous ladies of elevated rank who 
were in affluence; a few days before, were 
now reduced to the greatest necessity, 
having given up all to follow their much- 
beloved Prince; Many of the females 
that had actually embarked, were totally 
destitute of any change of raiment; and 
had to undertake a passage of five thou- 
sand miles on board ships, whose offi-* 
cers had only three days notice given to 
them to prepare for such an immense 
voyage. What added to their terror 
was, that they momentarily expected 
the French to arrive, and seize on them, 
es prispners. 
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By the 27th, the royal faiijily wejre all 
embarked. Hi* Royal Highness the 
Prince Regent and his sons were on board 
the Prince Royal ; herlMajesty, the Prin- 
cess of Brazil, and' the Infentas, were in 
the Ilfonza; the Dowager Princess on 
board the Count Henrick; ahd ihe ladies 
of distinction were axrcommodated as. cir- 
cumstances would admit in the respec- 
tive ships. — Is there a heart that will not 
sympathize in the mifortunes of these i}* 
lustrious personages, when tbek forlorif; 
situation is for a moxnent consid^eijed? 
For, in addition to the destitute state in 
which they were now pl«5ed«>r it ghjcnijxi 
be observed, thatnumbeus of their .follovy:-; 
ers had to encounter the p«^ils of a loqg, 
and tedious voyage through^ (to. them at, 
least) unknown seas, without §vei?c a rsinr 
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glebed on which to repoi^e their weary 
heads4 . - * 

28th. — ^The wind continued to blow 
from the same quarter, so that it was im- 
possible for bis Koyal Highnesses ships tp 
quit the Taguis ; JMid.the French troops 
were now within fifty miles of L^boo* 
At eight o'clock on the same day^ Gejie- 
ral Junot arrived in that city^.^andr^vj^ 
not more disappointed than he was si^r- 
prised to learn, that the Royal Familjjf 
had been informed of his approach with 
the French troops. His mo jtific^tiofi 
was beyond description on findings that 
the Prince had eipbarked ; the;S^3diig of- 
his person being the principal object qf 
his^^^pj^gjonj^ if the wind Y^ifipt' px9Yi4^ff^^ 
tiajly alJoMred sbhjanto quijt the T^^\i^. ,,,^ 
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Junot, with the usual ar;*ogancc of 
French Republicanism, demanded an au- 
dience of the Regent : it was conceded 
on condition that some noblemen should 
be present, one of whom it woilld be in- 
justice not to mention, he being a man of 
the most magnanimous prificiples, an ho- 
nour to his country, and a faithful friend 
to the English nation. The distinguish- 
ed nobleman referred to, is Don Rodrico 
de SouzaOoutinho, at present the minis- 
ter of war, and for foreign affttirs : whose 
character (though it had long been 
known to me by report) I have experi- 
enced from personal knowledge, to corres- 
pond with every thing that has been rela- 
ted or can be said of his fidelity to his 
Sovereign's interests, and bis honottraWe 
disposition towardi* the ' English ^ naticm; 
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At nine o'clock on the morning of the 
28th Nov. the French General came on 
board the Prince Royal, and wa5 intro- 
duced to his Royal Highness the Regent. 
And in ah arrogant tone of voice he 
demanded why his Royal Highness had 
embarked? And what wereliis Reasons for 
quitting his kingdom ? Junot expressed 
his regret for his Royal Highnesses reso- 
lution; expatiated at considerable length 
on the greatness of the French nation, 
and the honourable si^htiments of the 
Emperor his master, and towards Por- 
tugal ; — and concluded with obsierving, 
that he expected a pritaU, and not k 
public audience. During the generiaFs 
insolent address, his Royal Highnest 
remained perfectly silerit, biit afterwards 
addressed him as follows :

Being answered 
in the affirmative, his Royal Highness 
t^jis proceeded, " In reply to your 
question.

fbl friend, and is novi'' vrnking ta receive 
me. Rather indeed would I perish than 
listen to your master's delusiv^pfomisesf:

a«d the dishonourable eharacte? you iM 
compelled to sustain, ywa swely mmp 
think with myself, tha^ yoft ape ibting

His Royal Highnes» gave diredtibns 
that Jmiof;i^l^dU^-«ith quit,.hJH 
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ship, and that if he ever attempted again 
to approach it, to sink him and the boat 
that should convey him; — a decided 
proof this, of his Royal Highness's mag- 
nanimity in the hour of imminent dan- 
ger. . The French were, in fact, at that 
ipoment, advancing rapidly towards his 
Capjital ; aiid his Eoy^l Highnesses fami- 
ly, and fleiejt had no prospect of escape, 
as the wind still remained in a contrary 
quarter^^ and continued so .until twelve 
o'clock on the 28th Nov. when it be- 
came calm. At two on the 29tb, a fair 
wind sprang up from the eastward^ 
blowing directly out of the Tagus: Big 
Royal Highness instantly commanded 
his Admiral to get every ship ready to 
weigh anchor by day-break. The Prince 
Regent walked the dec]^ at intervals du- 
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nivg the mght; »»d when 'tbd* \feLcpnaf 
Aiy appeared, ewuy popsvWe: (^flfprt wa^ 
ni^M^e for all : the al^i i to . ig^t i^nf}^^

On the 29th at seven, it was a beauti-

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At seven in the morning of the SOtfl,

* since been informed by the same res- 
pectable gentleman, that the French 
troops were not twenty miles distant 
trom Lisbon, on Sunday the 2^thy when 
his Royal ^ Hightte^s left the Ts^gus. At 
hirie the gale increased; at teiij, the ship 
Was in imminent danger, expecting every 
moment to be cast on shore : but Provi- 
dence firotected us ; she worked out, and 
^ at' seven itt the evening, we considered 
ourselves out of danger. During this pe- 
riod we lost sight of the combined squad- 
rons, and saw no more of theicn until the 
25th of December. 
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In their abi^nce, the Solebay detnined 
several Brazil Portuguese merchant ship$, 
0^ bQaipd qne of which (the Olivira, Cd^pt. 
Beiham) I wa^ordered, DeclS^withtrom- 
ty nrntines, accompanied by Lieut. JC^rr 
win^of the Royal Navy ; the frigate hay-> 
ing^po seamen to spare. Withtherisque o^ 
l^e marines' lives, we arrived on bojard;i 
and were instantly given to understand, 
that they were in the greatest distress for 
provisions, being destitute of breads meat, 
wine, and spirits, and having only sixteen 
gallons of water, and twenty quarts ,pf
